lina, lies Harrietia, one of the most beautiful of the lower South’s old 

plantation houses. The visitor to Harrietta, entering the grounds by 
a long avenue of live oaks veiled in Spanish moss, has glimpses of beauty on 
every side: the old garden, still in its original pattern, boxwood hedges, tall 
trees hung with wisteria, dark ponds covered with water lilies, rice fields, and 
canals stretching through the marshes. The mansion itself, on a terraced rise, 
is a fine example of late eighteenth century Southern domestic architecture, 
Georgian influence being apparent in such details as the graceful wrought iron 
stairway leading to the front door, the fanlight of the piazza and the ex- 
quisitely carved woodwork of the interior.

As befits a Southern mansion, Harrietta has had a romantic history. Its 
construction was begun in 1791 at the order of Mrs Daniel Horry of nearby 
Hampton Plantation, as part of the dowery of her daughter Harriet Pinckney 
Horry, the granddaughter of Chief Justice Pinckney. In 1797 when Harriet 
was married to Frederick Rutledge, the house was ready for the couple, but 
they never occupied it. Mr Rutledge died soon after his marriage, and his 
young widow returned to her family’s home. 

For sixty years Harrietta remained empty, finally, in 1858, coming into 
the possession of Stephen G. Doar, one of the last large-scale rice planters. 
In 1929, the third generation of Doars sold Harrietta to Horatio S. Shonnard 
of New York, who has spent a fortune restoring the house and gardens to 
their original glory. Acceding to requests for the privilege of viewing the 
house and grounds, Mr Shonnard arranged for Harrietta to be opened for 
limited inspection by the public. 


The furniture assembled by Mr Shonnard for Harrietta included some 
pieces that had belonged to the original owners and others from old Charles- 
ton houses. To these he added cabinetwork which he bought in England: 
Queen Anne burl walnut and lacquer, Georgian mirrors, and eighteenth cen- 
tury mahogany including Sheraton, Chippendale and Hepplewhite examples. 
Decorative objects, selected with the same care, and including crystal lighting 
fixtures and nineteenth century Aubusson carpets, supplemented the furniture. 
It is a significant part of this collection that comprises the present catalogue.
